T h e 
first 
machine 
was built and 
shipped up into A m a d o r county, where 
it was immediately started to run and 
has been ever since in constant use. 
A second machine was built for parties 
at W i n n e m u c c a , State o f Nevada, and 
a third machine is about 
ready for 
shipment to Paradise Valley, 
State of 
N e v a d a , for the Bullion mine. 


T h i s machine was put in operation 
on Saturday to show some miners and 


parties 
interested 
in mines how it 
worked. 
It may be well to give a 
short description of the machine here. 
It consists of a vibrating chute and a 
couple of pans which also are given a 
motion similar to that given to a pan 
when washing tailings by hand. T h e 
ore is first placed in the chute and 
passes over several screens varying in 
fineness, 
the 
heavy rock passing along 
while the finer goes through the screens 
arranged for it. 
A s the heavy 
rock 
reaches the end of the chute it is 
thrown out on the ground by the mo­ 
tion ot the chute, given it by an eccen­ 
tric. 
The second grade passes 
along 
and goes through the sieve 
prepared 
for it and is then also taken 
care of. 
T h e 
finest portion 
passes along and 
drops on to the concentrating pan and 
immediately 
passes 
over a 
copper 
amalgamated 
plate. 
T h e machine's 
motion soon throws this debris to the 
outer edge of the pan where holes al­ 
low it to pass to another pan under­ 
neath the first one and 
again it goes 
over another amalgamated plate. What 
is left passes below ana the very finest 
goes on to a third plate or pan. T h e 
coarser portion of this matter is here 
taken up by cup elevators and carried 
so that it will 
fall 
into the top pan 
again and once more go through as re­ 
lated above. 
In this way every sul- 
phuret or whatever gold may be in the 
tailings is extracted. 
Connected with 
the water which 
flows over the copper 
plate in the first or upper pan a battery 
is used for the purpose of bringing 
whatever float gold there may be in 
contact with the amalgamated plate. 


T h e 
flow o f the pulp, 
which 
passes 
from the first to the second pan, is ad­ 
justed in a very simple way. 
A sharp 
pointed piece o f wire, not quite as 
thick through as a lead pencil, is held 
from above by an eye screwed 
into 
the 
woodwork and it is raised and 
lowered by turning the screw, 
thus 
closing the aperture u p entirely or 
leaving it open, as ft may be wanted. 


The material used on Saturday was 
partially of the debris found near Sui- 
sun, wihch assays about $1.02 to $1.04 
per ton. 
It is calculated that this ma­ 
chine will save from 85 to 95 cents per 
ton, and as the capacity of a six-foot 
machine is about ten tons per hour, 
using up three 
horse power, it will be 
be seen that some money can be made 
with it.' T h e machinery is all placed 
in a well made wood frame, thorough­ 
ly braced, and very compact 
shape. 
W h e n it is ready for shipment it is all 
taken a part and packed up closely. 


The 
machines 
thus far made are 
doing well and upon the tests now be­ 
ing made will rest 
orders for a great 
many o f them 
T h e patentee and the

confident that the machine will 
fill a 
gap that' has long been wide open.

If Lord Salisbery selects an 
able Cabinet any ministry under his 
control will make a far better record 
than the Rosebery Cabinet, which goes 
out without one measure or act of 
permanent value to its credit.

Carnivorous 
plants 
aro 
certainly 
among tho curiosities of the vegetable 
world. 
Tho poetical and religious Lin­ 
naeus, who had occasion to study the fly 
catching peony, found, in his astonish­ 
ment, no other name to bestow upon it 
than this—Miraculum natural (prodigy 
of nature). Since the illustrious Swedish 
botanist, tho mechanism of carnivorous 
plants has been well studied, and par­ 
ticularly by Darwin, who has devoted to 
these plants a remarkable work. 
They 
aro usually of small dimensions, and do 
not attain 
the size of one described in 
tho "Bolletino del Natnralisti. " 


M. Fabiano Carlo tells there of a gi­ 
gantic carnivorous plant that has been 
discovered on the shores of Lake Nica­ 
ragua by a naturalist named Dunstan. 
He discovered this curious plant in tho 
following manner: Traveling with 
his 
dog, 
he heard the animal 
g i v e vent to 
cries of pain. 
Ho advanced and found 
hisdoghcld by three black,sticky bands, 
under which the skin was chafed till it 
bled. 
These bands were the branches of 
a new carnivorous plant, which Dnnstan 
calls the "land octopus. " T h e branches 
aro 
flexible, 
polished, 
black, 
without 
leaves, secreting a viscous fluid and fur­ 
nished with a great number of slickers 
by which they attach themselves to their 
victims. 
It might almost be believed to 
be an ex'topus transformed into a plant. 


To extricate his dog Dunstan tried to 
cut the branches, and succeeded, though 
not without difficulty, and after having 
his hands severely injured by tho ten­ 
tacles of the "land octopus." 
A s may 
be realized,observat ions under these con­ 
ditions were not convenient to make, 
and the naturalist was able to get few 
facts concerning this odd plant. 
Ho 
proved tho prosonee of numerous suckers, 
and found that tho fetid odor of 
the 
black sticky fluid that covers the branch­ 
es serves to attract proy to the plant. 
Ho 
! also was able to note similarity of char- 
j acter with 
other carnivorous 
plants. 


For instance, the " land octopus" aban- 
j dons its proy after having sucked out the 
| nutritive elements. The natives of Con- 
j tral America call this singular plant by 
| tho appropriate 
name of "tho devil's 
noose. "—Paris Cosmos.

to enter you aro placed in 
charge of a matron, who shows you 
through her own department and 
then 
passos you on to another, and so on, un­ 
til your stock of pesetas and half pesetas, 
put aside for fees, is exhausted. 


Those matrons accompany tho visitors, 
not in order to prevent the girls from 
flirting 
with them—nothing 
could 
do 
that—but to see that no tobacco, pica- 
dura or cigarettes may disappear.

their wrappers, and as tho door opens

The greatest explosion of gunpowder 
the world has ever known took plaoe at 
the Du Fonts' works on the 7th of Octo­ 
ber, 1890. 
With their nsnal cautions 
policy the Dn Ponts have never stated 
jnst how great a quantity of powder ex­ 
ploded at this time, but it is certain 
that three magazines and three mills in 
the upper yard were blown up, one after 
another, and a safe estimate will put 
the quantity of powder exploded at 150 
tons. In this explosion 18 men and 1 
woman were instantly killed, while 22 
men and 9 women were injured, some 
fatally. 


The explosion ooourred a little after 8 
o'clook in the afternoon. It began in the 
magazine for hexagonal powder, the 
kind used in large guns, and the most 
dangerous, being made not in grains, 
but in reddish, six sided cakes about au 
inch and a half in diameter, and an inoh 
thick, with a small hole running through 
the center. 
These cakes look like noth­ 
ing so much as the nuts on a wagon 
wheel. At the time of the explosion 
cakes of powder were being packed into 
large wooden boxes lined with tin, each 
box being about 8 feet square. The tin 
linings projected above the tops of the 
boxes about two inches, and when a box 
was packed were folded down over a tin 
cover fitted closely upon the cakes of 
powder. It was the duty of one of tlje 
workmen, William Green, to solder 
these tin edges down upon the tin cover, 
a hot iron being used for this purposa 


On the day in question what he had 
feared came to pass. A fellow work­ 
man, William McGarvey, was bringing 
him the hot irons from a charcoal brazier 
about 25 yards distant. 
Green stood at 
the door of the open magazine, and all 
around him were uncovered boxes filled 
with the hexagonal powder ready to be 
sealed and stowed away. 
There were 
also dozens of boxes that had been 
sealed. 
Jnst what happened will never 
be known, for neithor Green nor Mo 
Garvey was left to tell the story. But 
the probability is one of the soldering 
irons was a little too hot, and by touch­ 
ing a particle of dirt on the tin cover 
produced the deadly spark.—Cleveland 
Moffett in McClure's Magazine.
